Brief Mention of Interesting 
Events From All Parts 
of the Globe 


Yoings and Happenings That Marl 
World’s Progress—Personal,

Pittsburg—Commissioners of Alleg- 
heny county have appropriated $13,000 
for pensions to mothers who have de- 
pendent children. 


Washington.—Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, 
professor of political economy in the 
University of Wisconsin, has been se- 
lected for minister to China. 


Atlanta, Ga.—Augustus QO. Bacon 
was re-elected to the United States 
senate by direct vote at the first elec- 
tion under the new amendment to the 
constitution. 


New York—A seat on the New York 
stock exchange sold Thursday for $37,- 
000 $1000 less than the last sale, made 
a few days before, which was the low- 
est in recent years. 


Hamburg—The strike declared by 
the workmen in the shipbuilding yards 
here has extended to other trades, and 
it 18 estimated that over 20,000 persons 
have laid down their tools. 

Mexico City—General Felix Diaz has 
been named as special ambassador to 
Japan to express the thanks of Mexico 
to Japan for the latter's participation 
in Mexico's centennial in 1910. 

Paris — Under the proposed three- 
year military service system the term 
of service will begin at the age of 
twenty. This arrangement was voted 
in the chamber of deputies, 76 to 199. 

Buenos Ayres—By way of ending its 
discussion of the alleged meat trust in 
Argentina the chamber of deputies 
named a commission to study the ques- 
tion and recommend measures for safe- 
guarding the meat industry. 

East Orange, N. J.—-The Kast Orange 
board of education has declined to per- 
mit Tinoki Yorita, a Japanese bvtler, 
to beconré a puptt at the high school: 
He is twenty-one years ald and on that 

ground the board bases its retusal. 

Washington—Corporations of the 
United States earned $3,304,000,000 
above all expenses during the calendar 
year of 1912, exceeding all previous 
records sinee the enactment of the 
corporatinon tax law by $400,000, 000. 

St. Paul, Minn.—The 2-cent tare rate 
on all railroads in Minnesota affected 
by the recent decision of the United 
States supreme court went into effect 
Monday. The lower merchandise and 
commodity freight schedules were filed 
the same date. 

Washington—Senator Owen has _in- 
troduced a resolution calling upon the 
president to suggest to the nations of 
the world the holding of an interna- 
tional conference to put a general lim- 
itation upon war preparations and for 
the promotion of world peace. 

Washington The United States 
treasury handled in actual cash during 
the fiscal year ending June 30 the stu- 
pendous sum of $7,071,520,000, breaking 
all previous records and stamping the 
federal treasury, officials declared, as 
the greatest banking institution in the 
world. 


London—lt is reported that the Ger- 
man agents who came to London seek- 
ing radium have bought every availa- 
ble gram of the British supply which 
is only one-eighth of the quantity 
wanted. They paid cash down. The 
present price of radium is equivalent 
to $2,400,000 an ounce. 

Boston—The resigation of Henry J. 
Horn as vice-president of the Boston 
and Maine railroad 1s announced. No 
explanation is made A year ago he 
retired from the New Haven manage- 
ment. Refore east several 
years ago he was connected with the 
Great Northern railroad. 


Charleston, W. Va.—The Paint Creek 
Collieries. company, operating nine 
mipes on Paint creek, have signed the 
agreement of the United Mine Workers 
of America and the miners’ strike on 
that creek is expected to be called off 
at once.

Washington—Plans for the extension, 
improvement and reduction in rates of 
the parce! post are announced by Post- 
The charges, which 
are to become effective August 15, 
include an increase from eleven pounds 
to twenty pounds in the maximum

in the postal rates in the first and sec- 
ond zones and the abandonment of the 
parcel post map as a means of comput- 
ing rates and the substitution for it of 
a rate chart individualized to every 
postoflice in the United States. The 
plans contemplate the purchase of a 
large number of automobiles to be 
used exclusively for the delivery of 
parcel post matter. 

While, for the present, the maximum 
weight limit of twenty pounds and the 
reduction of rates will apply only to 
the first and second zones, from any 
given postoffice—a distanere of about 
150 miles—the changes directed con: 
stitute the first long step toward a 
universal extension of the system, and 
a@ general reduction in the rates of 
postage on parcel matter. 

“It is my expectation and belief,’’ 
said Postmaster General Burleson, 


, ‘that eventually—and it may be fifteen 


or twenty years—the postal service 
will handle practically all the small 
package transportation business in 
the United States. The maximum 
weight limit, extended now from 
eleven to twenty pounds, I expect to 
see increased to 100 pounds, and ex- 
perience may demonstrate the practi- 
cability of handling the parcel business 
at even lower rates than we now pro- 
pose. I appreciate fully the sentiment 
for an increase in the weight limit and 
a reduction in weights to al! zones, but 
it is necessary for us, in wa sense, to 
fee! our way. For that reason we have 
made the changes proposed apply only 
to the first and second zones.’’ 

Burleson announced the changes as 
follows: 

“The first zone shall include the ter- 
ritory within the local delivery of any 
office, and the first zone rate of post- 
age will apply to all parcel post mail 
deposited at any office for local deliv- 
ery by city carrier or on rural routes 
emanating from that postoffice. 

‘“‘The second zone shall include the 
remainder of what is now the first 
zone, together with the present second 
zone, and shall include all the units 
of area located in whole or in part 
within a radius ot approximately 150 
miles frorm any, given postoffice. 

“The rate of postage on parcels 
weighing in excess of four ounces in 
the proposed first zone will be reduced 
from 5 tents for the first pound and 1 
cent for each additional pound or frac- 
tion therevuf to 5 cents for the first 
punnd and | cent for each additional 
two pounds or fraction thereof, and 
the rae for the second zone will be re- 
duced from 5 cents for the first pound 
and 4 cents for each additional pound 
or fraction thereof to 5 cents for the 
tirst pound and 1 cent for each addi- 
tional pound or fiaction thereof. 

“The maximum weight of parcel 
post packages will be increased from 


weight of parcels, a material reduction }. 


eleven pounds to twenty pounds, the 
increase of weight to apply. only to the 
first and second zones. No change has 
been made in the size or form of pack- 
age.’’ 

Statistics gathered by the depart- 
ment show that quite one-third of the 
total parcels mailed are handled within 
the proposed first and second, zones, 
and the postmaster general believes the 
increase in the weight limit and the 
reduction of the rates of postage in 
the first and second zones, as proposed, 
will benefit greatly more than one-third 
of the public; and that the producer, 
consumer and the local merchant will 
profit materially by the changes. He 
points out, too, that the farmers who 
were led to anticipate much benefit 
from the parcel post service will be 
afforded a cheap means of transporting 
their products directly to the consumer 
and that the local merchant whoge 
trade does not justify the employment 
of extensive delivery service also will 
be benefitted, as the service will put 
him in close touch with his customers. 

The rate sheet, which is to be used 
as a substitute for the parcel post map, 
will be prepared as soon as practica- 
ble and attached to the parcel post 
guide. 

Postal experts estimate that, with 
the proposed changes in the parcel post 
system in operation, the revenues of 
the postoffice department will be so in- 
creased as to show a substantial sur- 
plus at the end.of the current fiscal 
year.

ELOQUENCE PERIL TO NATION 


Orators Have Sometimes Brought 
Ruln to Their Country or Disgraced 
a Great Public Servant. 


We cannot look back upon the per- 
secution of Warren Hastings without 
perceiving the injury which eloquence 
\nflicts upon the nation which toler- 
ates ft, says Blackwood’s Magazine. 
[f it be employed in the cause of jus- 
tice it should be superfluous. If it be 
employed for mere sophistry it does 
but make the worst cause appear the 
better. More evil has been done in 
the world by eloquence than by blood 
and fire. For eloquence, pluming it- 
self upon its own volubility, cares 
nothing for the justice which it pre- 
tends is its only excuse. The one sat- 
\sfaction we may cherish is that elo- 
Quence, momentarily powerful, is 
quickly transient. The vain words of 
the orator die upon the air. If they 
are captured by the reporter and set 
down in the coldness of print their 
folly is instantly discernible. 

So easily is the ear deceived that 
the orator is not asked to make any 
sacrifice to grammar or logic. Words, 
gestures and rolling eyes are the ma- 
terials of his craft, and it matters not 
how they are combined so long as they 
produce an instant effect. Yet those 
who are amateurs of the dangerous 
sraft might reflect that the enjoyment 
of a triumph is sometimes dearly 
bought by the ruin of a country or the 
disgrace of a great public servant. Mr. 
Gladstone, for instance, did more harm 
to the empire than any other man of 
his generation, and he did it all by the 
exercise of oratory. His speeches, de 
void of form and thought, died with 
tre silence of his. voice. No slazle 
human soul ts ever likely to read 
them again, even from curiosity. The 
few that have been printed will moul- 
der in public libraries with old ga- 
settes and gather upon their pages the 
fust of neglect. Poor as they are in 
style, they were interpreted by a his- 
trion of genius, and thus did their 
work of evil. 

When Cicero fell his tongue was cut 
out by an angry woman; and were the 
same punishment inflicted upon some 
other orators the world would be an 
honester and a pleasanter place to 
ltve in. Nor will Hastings’ commemo- 
tative tablet have been vainly set in 
Westminster hall if it be accepted as 
a token not merely of Warren Has 
ings’ virtue but of the infamy of 
thetoric misapplied.

Remove the outside stalks from 12 
heads. of celery, keeping the hearts to 
be eaten raw. Cut up these stalks in 
small pieces, wash well, drain and set 
In a pan with a piece of butter; cover 
the pan and cook over a slow fire. 

When the celery is nearly done, 
moisten with one gallon of lightly 
thickened chicken or veal stock, al- 
low to cook for 15 minutes, and then 
rub through a fine sieve; pour the 
soup into a clean pan, lét boil and 
clean from scum. Season with salt, 
pepper and a pinch of sugar, and be- 
fore serving bind with one pint of 
cream, six eggs and four ounces of 
butter.. Serve small fried crusts of 
bread separately. 


Instead of Potatoes.

R. EDGAR K. FRANK of 
Pittsburgh, who recently re- 
turned from an eight months’ 
trip around the world, in tell- 
ing about the first leg of his 

long journey, said: 

“Our vessel sailed from New York, 
and our first important stop was at 
Gibraltar. Everything about Gfbraltar 
is so well known that I will pass it 
by, just as our boat did. Algiers I 
found extremely interesting. It is a 
typical health resort. Frenchy in its 
magnificence, with fine buildings, mag- 
nificent arches, good harbors, etc. 
The denizens are attractive, mostly 
Arabs, their turbans adding a pictur- 
esqueness to the colorful surround 
ings. The place is by no means a 
typical oriental city. It is sanitary, 
and trolley cars climb the hilly 
streets. The country round about is 
simply great for autoing. A view from 
the heights of Mustapha is one not 
soon forgotten. 

Rolled Off Some Miles. 

“Let me say here that our trip cov- 
ered 40,000 miles, and we were on 20 
differnt ships and 25 railroads, and 
spent 90 nights on the ocean. We 
spent a short time at Naples, and its 
environs, awaiting our steamer to 
take us further east. We were de- 
lighted with Alexandria, Hgypt. This 
city was founded by Alexander the 
Great 882 years BR. C., and the most 
interesting sight there was the new 
catacombs, lighted by electricity. 
There are many large stores, the best 
of them being Paris firms. 

At Port Said, the gateway to the 
east,.we took a boat to Jaffa, there 
starting a trip through the Holy Land. 
Jaffa is a dirty place, but they grow 
a thick-skinned orange there that is 
far superior to our Florida and Cal- 
ifornia fruit. The oranges are ex- 
ported. The town claims 50,000 pop- 
ulation and was long nicknamed ‘the 
port of Jerusalem.” It was founded 
in honor of Japhst, the son of Noah, 
and is said to be one of the oldest 


cities in the world. From here King 
Hiram sent the cedar and fir wood 
for the use of the temple in the days 
of Solomon (Kings I. and Chronicles 
I1.), and from here Jonah embarked 
for Tarshish and here Peter raised 
Tabitha (Acts IV.). We visited the 
house of Simon the Tanner (Acts 19) 
and the Armenian convent, said to 
have been a prison when the city was 
held by Napoleon in 1799. 

A little railway took us from Jaffa 
to Jerusalem, 53 miles, in four hours. 
A French syndicate built it at a cost 
of $3,000,000, including the _ graft. 
There are five stations along’ the 


route. The Plain of Sharon ,the vil- 
lage of Yazur, said to be the site 
where Samson caught 300 foxes 


(Judges XV.). A stop called Lydda 
was formerly the site of Lod, built 
1,400 years B. C. At Lydda Peter 
cured Aenas, who was sick with the 
palsy (Acts [X.). On the way Gemzo 
is seen. Gemzo was one of the royal 
cities of the Philistines during the 
reign of Ahaz. \ 

“Ramleh is on the traditional site 
of Arimathea (Matthew 27) and here 
is a picturesque old Crusaders’ church, 
now used as a mosque. The town has 
a tower, antedating modern memory. 
Ramieh was occupied by the Cru- 
saders in 1099, and was taken from 
them by the Moslems in 1266. We 
passed the Valley of Ajalon, and saw 
Mizpah and the site of Gezer oy Gizah, 
a city taken from the Canaanites by 
Pharaoh and presented to his daugh- 
ter, the wife of King Solomon (Kings 
1-9). At Sejed our train followed the 
roadway where two cows pulled the 
Ark from Hkron to Bethshemesh 
(Samuel). On the hill is the tomb of 
Samson and the site of Zorah, his 
birthplace. After trailing through a 
ravine in the mountains of Judea we

Through 
the country we saw cauliflowers three 
feet across.

At Naza- 
reth the greatest object of interest is 
Mary’s Well.
